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PAST FIELD DAYS 


“Of Special interest to Ham Radio Operators” 
Circa 1932 


My brother-in-law found this globe on EBay from the estate sale of an eccentric toy collector in Connecticut. 
This globe is considered rare, if not unique and was provided as a sales incentive to purchase shortwave radios 
from a Philadelphia company that has long gone out of business. Membership in the “Shortwave Radio Rang- 
ers Society” was also provided with this globe. 


The yellow base is ringed with the call signs from shortwave broadcast stations and Amateur Radio stations 
from around the world. 


The diagonal line on the surface of the globe is the “ecliptic,” the plane which cuts through the earth’s orbit. 
The tilt of the Earth’s axis from the vertical causes the change of seasons. This is a fairly unusual feature. 


Little more is known about this Mystery Globe. If anyone can shed light on this mystery, it would be greatly 
appreciated.
